MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  TEAR  REPORT  1956-1957 


On  September  28 , 1956  the  following  members j Lyman  Brewster , President $ 
Wm,  Go  Ragen,  Vice-President 5 John  Black  and  Armand  Tonn  met  with  officers 
and  members  of  the  Montana  Stock  Grower's  Associations  throughout  the  Statec 
Financing,  future  program  and  the  budget  for  the  next  biennium  were  ex- 
plained, questions  answered  and  various  problems  discussed.  Though  nothing 
definite  was  decided  some  proposals  seemed  to  merit  further  study,  (l) 
Dividing  State  into  zones  rather  than  counties,  (2.)  Decrease  Market  Con- 
signment Permit  fees,  (3)  Forgery  of  bills  of  sale,  (4)  Felony  penalty 
for  moving  cattle  out.  of  State,  (5)  Prosecution  of  livestock  theft  cases. 

Increase  in  cost  of  operations  in  last  few  years  were 2 (l)  request 

for  more  services  by  producers,  (2)  Increases  in  salary,  (3)  seasonal 
work  and  necessity  of  keeping  experienced  men,  (4)  Expense  of  Social 
Security  and  (5)  Increase  in  costs  of  materials  and  supplies, 

.Recessed  2 11s 00  P„M, 

Reconvened?  7*30  P,  M,  as  Commission  meeting  only.  After  further 
discussion  of  the  budget  the  members  felt  that  we  should  request  an  appro- 
priation of  $37,000  (approximately  10%  of  budget)  so  our  reserves  would 
not  be  depleted  to  such  an  extent  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  could 
not  be  carried  out,  Mr,  Tonn  stated  that  other  persons  in  the  State  re- 
ceive benefit  from  work  of  the  Commission  and  that  some  General  Fund  money 
should  be  appropriated,  Mr,  Black  and  other  members  concurred  and  arrived 
at  the  10%  of  the  total  budget  figure. 

At  meeting  of  the  Livestock  Commission  held  in  Billings  on  December  5, 
1956  all  members  were  present, 

Mr,  Brewster,  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  11 2 00  A,  M, 

The  Executive  Officer  and  Chief  inspector  informed  the  Commission  of 
difficulties  encountered  to  inspect  cattle  trailed  out  of  the  State  or 
those  cattle  which  ranged  back  and  forth  across  the  line, 

Mrs,  Bessie  fillet  and  son,  Mr,  Lloyd  Tillet  who  ranch  in  Montana  and 
Wyoming  were  invited  into  the  meeting  to  discuss  loss  of  steers  in 
inspection  corrals  and  the  inspection  of  their  cattle  out  of  Montana  and 
into  Wyoming, 

Mr,  Milton  Simpson,  Volborg,  Montana  was  invited  into  the  meeting  to 
ask  the  members  various  questions  on  the  work  done  by  individual  members 
and  the  Commission  itself,  "Mr,  Brewster  than  asked  Mr,  Simpson  to  proceed 
with  his  questions,  Mr,  Simpson  asked  Mr,  Brewster  to  explain  why  if  the 
legislation  he  worked  on  in  Washington,  D,  G,  in  January,  February  and  March 
for  the  National  Brand  Conference  was  necessary,  he  did  not  proceed  and  try 
to  secure  passage  of  the  legislation  through  Congress,  Mr,  Brewster  ex- 
plained that  he  went  to  Washington  only  after  the  National  Brand  Conference 
and  the  American  National  Cattlemen's  Association  had  approved  and  passed 
resolutions  endorsing  this  legislation.  That  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States  had  approved  the  legislation  and  had  reported  favor- 
ably to  the  respective  committees  of  both  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  then  in  session.  That  he 


* 


had  impressed  all  those  members  of  Congress  interested  and  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  with  the  fact  that  all  of  the  states  interested  in  brand  in- 
spection had  approved  the  legislation.  That  when  he  found  out  that  the 
states  of  Colorado , New  Mexico , California  and  others  had  withdrawn  their 
support  that  the  only  practical  thing  to  do  was  to  withdraw  the  legislation 
and  return  home.  That  these  states  were  presently  operating  illegally  under 
the  Packers  and  Stockyard  Act  and  that  the  legislation  would  require  that 
they  comply  with  Federal  Act  but  that  the  legislation  would  have  allowed 
states  to  operate  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyard  Act  exactly  as  their  own 
state  laws  provided j which  they  are  not  now  able  to  do  under  the  existing 
statute, M 

Recessed  ls3Q  P,  M0 

Reconvened  9^30  A,  M„  December  6,  1956,  All  members  were  present , 
however , Mr,  Charles  Brenner  had  to  return  to  Missoula  due  to  sickness  in 
his  family  and  excused  himself  from  the  meeting, 

!®Mr,  Tonn  moved  that  the  Livestock  Commission  go  on  record  endorsing 
those  plans  for  laboratory  facilities  for  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  as 
proposed  by  the  State  Laboratory  Commission  and  further  that  the  Commission 
and  Board  should  have  a third  alternative , namely,  the  addition  of  a wing 
to  the  present  Livestock  Building,  That  the  Executive  Officer  of  both 
be  authorized  to  secure  tentative  costs  and  plans  for  such  construction, 

Mr,  Ragen  seconded  the  motion  which  passed  on  vote  of  all  members, n 

It  was  proposed  that  some  changes  be  made  in  the  by-laws  governing 
conduct  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  These 
will  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the  next  meeting  and  further  action 
taken  then. 

The  question  of  use  of  numeral  brands  for  individual  identification 
of  livestock  was  discussed  and  action  deferred  until  more  segments  of  the 
livestock  industry  could  be  contacted  for  their  approval  or  disapproval. 

Annual  meeting  of  the  Livestock  Commission  was  held  at  offices  in 
Helena  on  March  18,  1937,  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Wm,  G,  Ragen, 
Vice-President,  Mr,  Ragen  explained  that  Mr,  Lyman  Brewster,  President 
was  unable  to  attend  for  business  reasons.  He  welcomed  the  the  new  members 
Joe  C,  King  of  Lewis town,  Archie  0,  Wilson  of  St,  Xavier  and  Melvin  Peterson 
of  Wisdom,  These  gentlemen  were  appointed  to  the  Commission  by  Governor 
J,  Hugo  Aronson,  said  appointments  being  approved  by  the  Senate  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly  in  1937, 

Mr,  Ragen  called  for  nomination  for  President,  Mr,  John  Black  was 
elected  to  this  office  by  unanimous  ballot,  Mr,  Ragen  was  re-elected  Vice- 

President, 

The  Commission  adopted,  new  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Conduct  of  meeting  as 
proposed  by  Mr,  Black,  New  laws  passed  by  the  last  legislature  were 
explained,  also  discussed  was  proposed  legislation  that  did  not  pass  the 
legislature.  Finances  and  budget  for  the  next  biennium  were  thoroughly 
explained  with  emphasis  on  a possible  serious  shortage  of  funds  for  the 
1938  - 39  fiscal  year  as  the  legislature  had  refused  to  grant  any 
appropriation  to  the  Livestock.  Commission, 


The  Commission  passed  a resolution  on  the  recording  of  sheep  brands . 
This  had  been  requested  by  prominent  sheep  men  in  the  state. 

The  same  mill  levy  as  that  requested  in  March  of  1956  was  agreed  on  and 
the  Executive  Officer  was  instructed  to  forward  that  request  to  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization. 


The  next  meeting  was  held  at  Butte  May  23“ 24,  1957  in  conjunction  with 
the  annual  convention  of  the  Montana  Stockgrowers  Association.  Members 
present  were  John  W.  Black,  President | Wm.  G.  Ragen,  Vice-President,  Lyman 
Brewster,  A.  0.  Wilson,  Joe  King  and  Melvin  Peterson. 

Mr.  Ingvard  Svaare,  co-owner  of  the  Yellowstone  Livestock  Commission 
of  Sidney  and  Mr.  Roy  June,  Attorney  at  Law  of  Billings,  representing  the  Montana 
Markets  Association  were  invited  to  discuss  Market  Regulation  No.  21.  They 
proposed s (l)  That  paragraph  one  be  changed  so  that  locks  were  not  required  on 
individual  pens  but  that  all  outside  gates  be  locked;  (2)  That  paragraph  three 
be  corrected  to  correspond  with  change  in  paragraph  one;  (3)  That  paragraph 
four  be  deleted  in  its  entirety;  (4)  That  paragraph  eleven  be  changed  to  read 
60  days  instead  of  30  days. 

The  Commission  after  consideration  agreed  to  change  our  regulations  in 
regard  to  locks  on  individual  pens  and  eliminate  feed  only  pens. 

Regulation  No.  21  was  then  amended  on  motion  to  incorporate  these  changes. 

The  Executive  Officer  was  instructed  to  write  a letter  of  condolence 
to  Mr.  Charles  Brenner  on  loss  of  his  wife  and  also  include  appreciation  of 
services  to  Livestock  Industry  while  a member  of  the  Commission.  They 
further  instructed  that  letters  be  written  to  Mr.  M.  H.  Tschirgi  and  Mr.  Armand 
Tonn,  former  members  of  the  Commission,  thanking  them  for  their  time  and  services 
on  behalf  of  the  Commission  and  Livestock  Industry  in  the  State. 

On  suggestion  of  Mr.  Brewster  Regulation  No.  31  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows i 


Amended  Regulation  No.  31 

wNo  member  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  expenses  for  any  trip  outside 
of  the  State  without  prior  approval  of  the  Commission  in  regular  meeting  or 
with  interim  approval  of  any  four  members.  This  approval  is  to  be  of  record 
in  offices  at  Helena.  Any  expenses  to  attend  a meeting  in  the  State  by  any 
member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Commission  at 
their  next  meeting. M 

Various  other  matters  pertaining  to  cattle  losses,  inspection  problems, 
personnel  and  trips  to  various  out  of  state  meetings  were  discussed.  The 
meeting  adjourned  at  IsOO  P.  M.  May  24,  1957. 


REPORT  FOR  ”E3 TRAYS”  FOUND 


The  following  are  livestock  classified  as  actual  ’’estrays”  or  those  animals 
held  for  ownership  and  which,  after  investigation,  are  returned  to  recorded  owner 
of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale® 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  founds  ( Range , Ranch 
Shipment  etc®)®  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brandy  further  description  and 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s). 

Those  listed  under  ’’Market  Inspectors”  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal® 

Those  listed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  investi- 
gation work  in  the  fields  inspection  at  country  shipping  points 9 and  in  checking 
cattle  on  ranches®  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  disposition  is 
left  up  to  owner®  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised  under 
Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  or  shipped  to  a licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  ’’District  Inspectors”®  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations.  Inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin®  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”, 
above  ®

horses  and  sheep 

being  lost  or  stolen.  The  number  of  head  involved  was  - 874  cattle,  52  horses  and 
859  sheep,  a total  of  1785  head. 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report  until 
several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared.  This  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in  to  the 
office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner.  The 
Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena  office. 

Five  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing  stock 
were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F,  B,  I,  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states. 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  320  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.

PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


During  the  1957  fiscal  year  an  average  force  of  31^  hunters  was  employed,, 

Their  catch  consisted  of  2,446  coyotes,  932  bobcats,  4 mountain  lion,  and  181 
marauding  bear  making  a total  of  3,563  predators.  In  addition  to  this  catch  the 
airplane  accounted  for  422  coyotes  and  5 bobcats  during  777  hours  and  45  minutes 
flying  time. 

The  above  take  does  not  include  any  of  the  predators  taken  with  1080.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year  a total  of  1,940  lethal  1080  stations  were  placed  throughout 
the  state.  This  method  of  control  still  proves  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective 
means  of  holding  down  numbers  in  general.  The  average  weight  of  all  stations  placed 
was  58  pounds.  A total  of  113,329  pounds  of  bait  material  was  used,  39,036  pounds 
of  which  was  fed  on.  About  one-third  of  the  meat  from  the  stations  was  consumed 
which  is  an  excellent  acceptance.  Many  of  our  stations  were  completely  eaten.  The 
results  obtained  from  this  method  this  year  should  show  up  in  next  year's  coyote 
population. 

The  hunters  have  been  using  the  coyote  call  in  many  areas  throughout  the 
district  with  good  results. 

The  coyote  take  this  year  is  45 % greater  than  last  year's  take  which  is 
indicative  of  increasing  coyote  population.  For  comparative  purposes  of  coyote 
trends  we  will  list  the  high  year,  1947,  with  a take  of  10,610  coyotes,  the  low  was 
in  1952  with  442  coyotes,  and  the  past  fiscal  year  the  take  was  2,446  coyotes. 

The  bobcat  take  was  7 % less  than  last  year.  This  take  bears  out  the  findings 
throughout  the  state  of  a very  low  rabbit  and  rodent  population  which  no  doubt  has 
materially  affected  bobcat  numbers. 

The  bear  take  was  33%  higher  than  last  year.  This  animal  continues  to  be  of 
major  importance  to  the  stockmen  as  far  as  predation  is  concerned,  as  the  bear  has 
been  responsible  for  severe  losses.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Organized  rodent  control  operations  were  carried  on  in  31  counties  during 
the  1957  fiscal  year. 

Ground  squirrel  control  operations  involved  9 counties— Flathead , Granite, 
Lake,  Lincoln,  Madison,  Mineral,  Powell,  Ravalli,  and  Sanders,  A total  of 
153,258  acres  were  treated,  mostly  on  a cleanup  basis,  with  the  use  of  2-100 
mix  of  1080  bait. 

Prairie  dog  control  was  carried  on  in  22  counties— Big  Horn,  Blaine , Carbon, 
Garter,  Cascade,  Chouteau,  Custer,  Dawson,  Fallon,  Fergus,  Garfield,  Hill, 

Judith  Basin,  McCone,  Petroleum,  Phillips,  Powder  River,  Prairie,  Rosebud, 
Valley,  Wibaux,  and  Yellowstone,  A total  of  108,435  acres  were  covered  also 
on  a cleanup  basis  with  the  use  of  2-100  mix  of  1080  bait  and  carbon  bisulphide. 

Kangaroo  rat  control  was  performed  in  parts  of  McCone  and  Prairie  Counties, 

The  city  dumps  at  Havre  and  Stanford  were  treated  for  the  control  of  the 
house  rat  with  1080  cereal  bait  with  good  results. 

The  rodent  population,  with  the  exception  of  pocket  gophers,  is  at  the 
lowest  ebb  in  years.  The  rabbit  population  is  the  lowest  of  all  time.  No 
doubt  diseases  have  been  responsible  for  the  curtailment  of  that  particular 
species. 

The  effective  rodent  control  operations  of  the  past  few  years  have  greatly 
reduced  economic  damage  to  agriculture  and  other  interests.  Unless  something 
unforeseen  comes  up  it  is  felt  that  control  operations  in  the  state  will  have 
to  remain  on  a cleanup  and  maintenance  program  which  seems  to  prove  very 
effective  and  the  cheapest  in  the  long  run.
